The Turkish 
uud Abyssinian Troubles had shaken 
the Vienna moiioy m;irket to its foun- 
dation, bat ihe >>ew York panic gave it 
its coup de grace from which it will take 
mouths to recover. In Saturday's p»mc 
on tho bourse, prices receded oy leaps 
and bounds until they reached a.figure 
lower than for years past. Tha Aus- 
trian credit mob'ilior fell 19 florins, the 
Hmiffariuu credit mobilier 26 and tlie 
Austrian state railways 20 from Friday's 
prices, it is impossible to estimate, 
even roughly, the consequences of the 
panic.

wave of financial pauio which haa rolled 
across the Atlantic for the pust two 
days, has not spured tho Berlin bourse, 
which was in a state of feverish excite- 
ment on Saturday, speculative securi- 
ties declining 10 per cent.

Genarai Jiavarro, who •was reported as 
leaving Colon for ths relief of the Span- 
iah forces, encountered the insurgents 
at tho plantation Espana, wliere his 
coniiuK' served io rescue the detachment 
of Aiirilla. He followed the insurgents 
upon their retreat and overtook them at 
the plantation Alava, the canefield of 
•which was burn-ing. Here a fierce fight 
occurred and the insurgents were dis- 
persed with heavy loss. The number of 
soldiers killed was 17. 


General Navarro again went in pur- 


suit and at Banaguisz the insurgents 
attacked him with great- impetuosity. 
The troops mads a brave defense. Gen- 
eral Prat made a forced march to cat 
off the retreat of the insurgents.

One Industry >far Suffer While Another 


Profits Enormously. 


Owing to the growing competition of 


native spinners Japan's imports of cot- 
ton yarns from Manchester have dimin- 
i^ped.40 per cent during the years 1888 
to 1894, inclusive, and the imports of 
the same commodity from British India 
have declined 90 per cent. Naturally, 
the pinch has caused a great ontcry 
ainona the spinners of Lancashire and 
Bombay. But there is another side to 
the question, for during the same period 
the total exports of the United Kingdom 
lo Japan have increased more than 100 
percent;, or from about $30,000,000 in 
value to over §40,000,000. In 1885 the 
exports of Japan amounted to §36,000,- 
000 ; in 1894 they had increased in value 
to .$113,000,000. During the same peri- 
od her imnorts increased in value from 
$28,000,000 to $117,000,000. 
Thus 


•while one branch of British industry 
has suffered, British and foreign pro- 
ducers in gneral have gained enormous- 
ly by the rtsuits of industrial develop- 
ment in Japan. 


This revelation of trade statistics can- 


not be made to square with the protec- 
tionist notion that international.trade is 
a system of robbery by which one, coun- 
try -is enriched through the impoverish- 
ment of another ; but, then, it is impos- 
sible to square protectionism with, com- 
mon sense. It is clear euough, even to 
the {lullest protectionist, that the trade 
cf an individual must increase with the 
prosperity of his cnstomnrF. aiiri that- t he- 
purchases of the latter must be large or 
small in proportion to their earmngs. 
Prosperous Japan has quadrnpled her 
imports iii les J'srs, aiiu yct we are 
asked to'believe that large importations 
are a sign of national disaster! — Phila- 
delphia Record.
